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1. Claims 14-16, 18-23, and 25-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. Adequate support for the amendment to claims 14 and 28 pertaining to the 0- 
hydrogen atom has not been found. 

2. Claims 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Despite applicants' amendment, it is unclear how an R variable can be linear and also 
part of a cyclic structure. This language does not correspond to the language of the specification. 

3. Claim 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The language, "said conversion mixture", lacks antecedence. 

4. Claims 28-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Within claims 28 and 29, the language, "said conversion", lacks antecedence. 

5. Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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The distinction between substituents and residues is unclear; it is unclear if the residues 
are distinct from the substituents. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

7. Claims 28, 29, and 3 1-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Dammann et al. ( c 083). 

Patentees disclose polymeric compositions comprising polyisocyanates, active hydrogen 
compounds, and catalysts, wherein amine oxides are disclosed as being suitable catalysts. See 
column 10, line 64. Furthermore, patentees disclose reaction temperatures of 50 to 150°C. See 
column 11, lines 30-33. Patentees additionally disclose the use of tin mercaptides at column 5, 
line 14. 

8. Since amine oxides were known catalysts for polyisocyanate based polymer systems at 
the time of invention, the position is taken that it would have been obvious to select such 
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catalysts from the disclosures of the prior art and employ them within the instant polyisocyanate 
based reaction system. It has been held that it is prima facie obvious to utilize a component for 
its known function. In re Under, 173 USPQ 356; In re Dial et al. 9 140 USPQ 244. 

9. By applicants' amendment, applicants no longer require the production of foams; 
therefore, the prior art rejection has been reinstated. 

10. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
